Mr. Slayton added that the National Center for State Courts has invited Texas to participate in a
project to follow up in-depth on the more significant findings with use of focus groups in place
of polling.

Update on Legislatively-mandated Studies

Scott Griffith, OCA Director Research and Court Services updated the Council on each of the
following legislatively-mandated studies, reviewing the study focus and process, and
preliminary observations of each.

e HB 1204 (White/West) - Study to examine the use of the terms “juvenile,” “child,” and
“minor” throughout criminal justice and juvenile justice statutes

e SB 47 (Zaffirini/Wu) - Study on how records regarding fine-only misdemeanors, other
traffic offenses, are held in different Texas counties

e SB 1326 (Zaffirini/Price) - Study regarding outcomes of participants in specialty courts
who are persons with mental illness

Update on Guardianship Registration and Training

Jeff Rinard, OCA Certification Division Director, updated the Council on the progress of the
Guardianship Compliance Project before providing an update on guardianship registration,
guardianship program registration, and guardianship training.

After Mr. Rinard’s presentation, Chief Justice Hecht promoted the Class in the Courtroom
project which is now available on the OCA website at classinthecourtroom.com.
